It presents in play form a discussion 
of the morals of imperialism and~puts into dra- 
matic dialogue that loathing repudiatior? of the 
Boer war which so interestingly streaks the 
reminiscencesof George Moore in “Ave” of the 
“Hail and Farewell” trilogy. It- would be unfair 


to suggest that it fis merely discussion, for there- 


is drama in Stephen More’s fight, but it must be 
said that Mr. Galsworthy, in’ allotting each char- 


acter an important and familiar point of view, / 


has forgotten to allet them much else, almost 
forgotten to make them folks: That is one reason 
why “The Mob” asa play is not so fine a piece 
of work as, for instance, “The Silver Box.” But, 
after all, it is John Galsworthy with something 
to say,..saying it sincerely, and that commands 
attention. .

by Emlyn M. Gill, and “The Dry Fly and Fast 
“Water,” by George M. F.‘La Branche. Both of 
these writers uphold the dty or floating fly 
method, while Mr. Southard is obviously a warm 
advocate. ofthe use of the wet fly. 

Mr. Southard’s opportunity for dgbate is an 
excellent one, and it is to be regretted thal his 
book-gived an impression that the dry-fly authors 
have aroused in him an unfortunate feeling of 
hostility which has led him to certain criticisms 
raore or less unfair.

A PRIMER OF HIGHER SPACE, (THE 
FOURTH DIMENSION.) — — Brag- 
gees Rochester, N, Y.: Manas Press. 








T is seldom that one has ‘so rare an 
intéliectual treat as.that provided by 
this ingenious little book. Much of the 
material bearing upon, and intended to 
prove, the ‘(fourth dimension ’’ has, of 
course, been published befof in the 
works of Hinton, Willink, Button, and 
Tyler, and in the collection of essays on 
the fourth dimension published by -The 
Scientific American some years ago. 
Yet the subject is here treated so sim- 
ply, and at the «ame, time so clearly 
and with such insight, that one gains 
@ comprehension of this mystical 
“space” as real as. though it we; 
actual. The final applications also. ex- 
tend these ideas into’ the realm of phi- 
losophy, metaphysics, and religion in 
an altog original . Finally, 
the book contains a magic tess¢ract, 
(fourth dimensional. figure,) logically 
worked out from the magical square, 
and the less well-known magical cube, 
with which we are familiar. This should 
prove, of considerable interest to those 
who are mathematically inclined. 
‘The idea of a fourth dimension. is 
simple enough. One space is generated 








by a noint, moving in a straight line. 
+ This line, moving at right angles to it- 


self, generates a square (two space— 
length and breadth.) The square, mov- 


. Ing at right angles to itself, generates 


three space—the space of our world— 
the cube—length, ‘breadth, and height. 
Theoretically, it should be possible to 
move this cube at right angles to it- 
self in some direction, so°as to create 


a fourth dimensional figure. We should. 
‘ thus create or generate a hyber-sofid, 
or so-called tesseract: Strictly speak-. 
“ing, therefore, the fourth dimension may 


be defined as that direction in whieh 


"we can move a ciibe’ at ‘right’ angles 
“to any of its present diiensions.:

cannot conceive this mentally; nor can 
we practically construct any géometri- 
cal figure which fulfils the’ require- 
niénjs; but, in- mathematics, the fourth 
power is just as well recognized, as’ 
the third; and, further, we can by 
analogy and illustration show just how.
